Brother, and ſome other Princes and Men of 
Probity, they ſolicited Lewis of Bavaria to uſe 
his Intereſt for his Reſtoration. Theſe En- 
treaties had ſuch an Influence over him, that he 
immediately diſpatch'd a remarkable Embaſſy 
to his Brother Pepin, to incite him to take Mea - 
ſures with him for that Effect. Pepin, on this 
Occaſion, acted anſwerably to his Birth; he 
join'd his Forces to his Brother's, and theſe two

preſſes the Brave. One cannot propoſe a better 
Pattern for Princes to follow, to teach them to 
fuſtain Diſgraces with Courage, and not be 
puffed up with a Grandeur which may ſome- 
times degenerate into ry. What is not 
to be imitated in this Picture, is, that this 
Prince in his Misfortunes, having made it a 
Maxim to gain Time, as the ſovereign Remedy 
of the unfortunate, had not ſometimes been 
careful enough to uſe Means ſuitable to his 
Dignity, that he might the better put in Prac- 
tice the Dictates of Prudence that had often been 
ſo advantagious to him.
